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ABSTRACT 

This factbook provides four major categories of data 
concerning Alabama colleges and universities: institutional 
characteristics, student enrollments, degrees and other formal 
awards, and numbers of deans and faculty. A3.1 data are divided into 
three parts. Part one presents state^ southeast r and national data. 
Summary data for all state institutions are reviewed in part two and 
institutional summaries are presented in part three. A 7-item 
bibliography and appendix of related material are included. (MJB)

This study provides the Commission, members of the Legislature, and 
the higher education community with accurate data on the institutions of 
higher education in Alabama.

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PREFACE 

This publication is the first Fact Book prepared for distribution by the 
Alabama Commission on Higher Education. Its purpose is to contribute to the 
understanding and improvement of Alabama universities and colleges by making 
information about them more readily available. Both public and private insti- 
tutions cooperated in making this issue possible. 

Data for this book were compiled primarily from duplicate copies of the 
U.S. Office of Education's Annual Higher Education General Information Survey 
(HEGIS). Each university and college in the state was requested to submit 
copies of their 1971 HEGIS reports to either the Alabama State Department of 
Education or the Alabama Commission on Higher Education. Most institutions 
provided all information requested. 

Data from four HEGIS reports are developed in this publication. Selected 
samples of the reports, including instructions and definitions, are reproduced 
in the appendix. Some data from other sources are included. The sources are 
indicated in the respective tables. Estimates or year-old data were used in 
several tables in order to complete state summaries. 

By design, narration in a fact book is restricted and data emphasized. 
This pattern guided the division and presentation of information into three 
parts: state, southeast:, and national data in Part I; summary data for all 
state institutions in Part 11; and institutional summaries in the final and 
major section. Part III,. 

Four major categories of data are reported: institutional characteristics, 
student enrollments, degrees and other formal awards, and numbers cf deans and 
faculty. Future issues f*»f the Fact Book should include other major data cate- 
gories such as finances and facilities. Program inventories of senior and 
junior c'olleges have recently been published by the Alabama Commission on 
Higher Education.

MULTI-CAMPUS INSTITUTION. An organization bearinfi a 
lesemblanctt to an institutional system, but unequivocally designtat- 
cd as s single institution with eithei of two organizational struc- 
tures: (i) an institution' having two or more cempuses responsible 
to a central administration f which central administration may or may 
not be iocatod on one of the administtatively equal campuses) or 
(2) an institution having a main campus with one or more branch 
campuses attached to it. | 

MAIN CAMPUS. In those institutions comprised of a main cam- 
pus and one or more branch campuses* t|ie main campus (sometimes 
called the parent institution) is usually the location of the v^ore, 
primary, most comprehensive program. Unless the institution- 
wide or central admmistrative office for such institutions I'm report* 
cd to be at a different location, the main campus is also the loca- 
tion of the central administrative office* 



BkANCH CAMPUS. A campus of an institution of higher educa- 
tion which is organized on a relatively permanent basis (i*e,, has 
a relatively pemanent aetnini strati on), which offers an organized 
program or programs of vork of at least 2 years (as opposed to 
courses), anA which is located in a c^^*^'<lunity different from that 
in which its parent institution is locetedi To be considered in a 
community different from that of ihe parent institution, a branch ^ 
shall be located beyond a reasonable comfnuting distance from the 
main campus of the parent institution. 

INSTITUTIOKAU SYSTEM. A complex of two or more institu- 
tions of higher education, each separately organized or indepen* 
dently corplete, under the control or supervision of a single admin- 
istrative body.

(d) Split and Double Majors. When a student graduates

This is a survey of the basic contract salaries (exclusive of 
of fringe benefits) of academic deans and resident faculty 
who are employed on a fu]I-time basis for at least two semes- 
ters, three quarters, or two trimesters of the 1971-72 academ- 
ic year. 

Academic deans are defined in tins survey deans of 
schools whose primary function is the administration of resi- 
dent instructional programs. Part of their time may be de- 
voted to cla.ssroom instruction, but this is not a necessary 
requirement for inclusion in this report. Chairmen of depart- 
ments and associates and assistants to deans and chairmen 
should be reported according to their faculty titles, and not 
ai> academic deant;. EXCLUDE the salaries of such admin- 
istrators as the vice-president for academic administration, 
dean of instruction, -^f^r. of the faculty, dean of students, 
etc. The sala:ic.3 for *hese ciu^'nistrative positions should 
be reported in Part K Also EXCLUDE the salaries of deans 
for preclinical and clinical medicine. 

Resident faculty members are defined in this survey as the 
mejrli'jrs of the senior resident instruction and departmental 
research staff who devote more than one-half of their time to 
the teaching of resident classroom or laboratory courses. 
EXCLUDE the salaries of: (1) other staff members f/.e., 
those in organized research, extension, library, administra- 
tion, efc.J if Ihey devote less than one-half of their time to 
resident instruction, (2) faculty for preclinical and clinical 
medicine, S'^d (3) students who serve as junior instructors, 
such as teaching assistants or teaching fellows. 

Academic deans and faculty members on sabbatical leave 
should be reported according to their regular salaries. Sal- 
aries of deans and faculty members in religious orders should 
be reported if their salaries are paid and determined by the 
same common principles those which apply to lay faculty. 
]f this is not the case, mertly report the number contributing 
theii services on line 35. 



Salaries of men and women should be reported on separate 
pages according to the length of their contracts. For example, 
men who teach for 9 months with 1 month of vacation are re- 
ported in Part 2A as 9-10 month contracts. Similarly, women 
on 9-10 month contracts are reported in Part 2B. Men and wo- 
men who teach for 11 months with 1 month of vacation are re* 
ported in j-*arts ?C and 2D, respectively. Salaries paid on 
other contracts fu.^., 8 month, 10 month, etc) should be re- 
ported separately in Parts 2E and 2F and the length of the 
contract specified.
